Slipped ‘Away. 


MONTREAL, June 1.— With her 
bows crumpled In'and twisted around 
at an acute angle to port, and a gap- 
ing rent showing on the port side 
but-a foot or so above the water line, 
in mute evidence of the tragedy in 
which she has figured, the Norwegian 
colller Storstad ‘‘mped Into the bar- 
bor early yesterday afternoon. A few 
minutes later a warrant of arres' 
taken out by: the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, was nailed to her mainmast 
by order of W. Simpson Walker, K.C., 
registrar of the Quebec Admiralty 
Court. 

“By what authority do you come 
on board my vessel and place it un- 
der arrest?" asked Captain Anderson, 
commander of the collier. , 

“By autbority of the British Em- 
pire,” curtly replied the Deputy Sher- 
If, who was commissioned to execute 
the warrant, and who forthwith pro- 
ceeded to aMx the warrant in the 
customary place. 

No 200ner waa the vessel moored 
than the work of unloading her car- 
go of some 11,000 tons of coal start- 
ed, and Wére. It not for the battered 
condition of her bows it wbuld be 
diMcult to imagine that the collier 
trad but a few hours previously taken 
part in one of the greatest marine dis- 
asters in the O of Canadian 
navigation. 

‘The officers and men, however, 
bore traces of the harrowing expert- 
ences through wk.ch they had just 
passed. When questioned on the sub- 
Ject of the disaster they were averse 
to entering Into conversation, 

Captain Andersen, immediately the 
collier docked, was in conference with 
Captain Ove Lange, American chief 
of the Maritims Steamship Co. of 
Norway, and John L. Griffin, attorney 
for the company, both of whom had 
come on from New York to get the 
report of the captain and sailors firat- 
hand and to look Into the situation, 

Captain Andersen declined at first 
to discusa the disaster, declaring that 
he-would make a statement later In 
the evening. Subsequently a atate- 
ment based on Captain Anderecn’s 
report, as well aa the reports of other 
officers to Messrs. Lange and Grifin, 
was given out. 

According -to the captain and ‘om- 
cers, contrary to what has been stat- 
ed by certain o: the Empress’ off- 
cers, the Storatad did not back away 
afier the collision. On the contrary, 
she ateamed ahead fn «<n effort to 
keep her bow In the b_le sho had dug 
in the side of the Erpress. The 
Empress, however, according to the 
Storstad’s officers, headed away and 
bent the Storstad’s bow over at an 
acute angle to port. After that the 
Empress was hidden from the view 
of.the Storstad, and despite the fact 
that the Storstad kept hor . whistle 
blowing she could not - locate” the 
Empresas until the cries of some of” 
the victims In the water was heard. 
The captain absolutely denies - that 
be was a mile or so away from the 
Empress after his vessel struck the 
Empress. The Storstad had not mor- 
ed.

main roads. : 

Under tho Ross Government only seven counties had established county 
toad systems, while at the present time twenty counties are operating under 
this Act. During the Ross administration only 1,600 miles were assumed for 
construction, while this ‘has been increased since 1906 to 3,620 miles. The

BIGGEST ON RECORD. 


New Gag Well Flowing at Rato of 
Forty Million Feet a Day, 


PETROLEO, June 6.—Without ex- 
ception the largest gas well ever 
atruck in Canada was discovered on 
Thursday in Oil Springs, by the local 
gas company, with which is associat- 
ed W. J. Aikens of Brantford. The 
well is about seven hundred feet to 
the southeast of the famous Fatr- 
banke gas well, struck several months 
ago. The gas-was encountered on 
Thursday at # depth of about 1,900 
feet, and the supply increased as the 
well was being drilled deeper, until 
the pressure was so great that it blew 
the drill sinker, weighing more than 
& thousand pounds, through the top 
of the derrick, forcing the men to run 
for safety. \ 

The well is flowing at the rate of 
easily forty milttion\ feet per day, and 
it can be heard over ten miles away. 
An effort will be made to cap the well 
to-day ‘by experts, but great difficulty 
willbe experienced. The supply of 
gas from this one well is great en- 
ough to supply all the cities, towns, 
and’ villages between Sarnis, Petro- 
Jea; and Hamilton. 3 

The appliances for capping the well 
are belng prepared by x special force 
of workmen.”

Says That All Nationalists Will 
Shortly be Bnrolled in 
Military Organization 


LONDON, June 10.—Special—John 
Redmond, the Irish Natiopat 
haa taken an important{step in giv- 
ing the full countenance \ef the Irish 
National party to the Natidnalist vdl- 
unteer movement as a counterblast to 
the organization of the Uster volun- 
teers. Mr. Redmond says that all the 
Nationalists in Ireland will shortly be 
eufolled m tho Nationalist military or- 
ganization. 

These two opposing bodies, which 
are now arming and drilling, are both, 
as Lord Haldane, the Lord High 
Chancellor, recently pointed out, 
Grosaly illegal and utterly unconstitu- 
tional, but both are by the deliberate 
decision of the Government to be tol- 
erated, The Ulster Jeaders claim to 
have 100,000 men enrolled in their 
volunteer organization. Of this num- 
ber they say that 38,000) men have 
Leen furnished with Mauser rifles xn: 
completely organized, while tho re4 
mainder have been supplied with older 
and less modern weapons, 

While the Nationalist voiunteers are 
reported to have already secured 129,- 
000 men, it is thought that most of 
them have not been furnished with 
modern rifles, having only revolvers, 
and shotguns. It is also understood 
that hitherto they have been only 
partially organized and drilled,

Among such 
“low grade” minerals aytynite and 
carnotite perhaps © come’: next to 
pltchblende and the urs: in re- 
spect of uranium content. Orangite 
and other minerals also contain ura- 
alum, and the supply of radia-active 
materia! would be fairly wide if all 
these _miserals could be included 
from tho point of view of radium pro- 
duction, 
The usual processes of radium ex- 
traction are, however, tedious and 
protracted, and the difficulties of 
economically treating the poorer min- 
erals by thelr ald are very great.The 
operations, which are described in 
The London Times, begin with the 
removal of the uranium or of the ura- 
alum and vanadium in the case of 
carnotite. 

The residues contain a great deal 
of silica, and a large number of 
metals that are ordinarily present 
have to be got rid of. The radium is 
obtained usually in the form of a 
mixture of radium and barium chlor- 
Ide at the end of the frst or “‘open- 
ie5 up” process, and the final opera- 
tion consists in separating the pure 
radium chloride from the barium 
salt, a process which may take sev- 
e onths, é . 

‘h> firat operation is generally ef- 
fected by bolling -ttre- ,esidues with 
sodium carbonate solution, when the 
radium and barium form insoluble 
carbonates. These are dissolved in 
hydrochloric acid, certain chlorides 
of other 'metaly also remaining in 
the solution. 

The radinm-barium is next précip!- 
tated as sulphate, which is once more 
converted into carbonate, and this 
again into chloride... Finally the ma- 
terlal is submitted to a long series of 
fractional crystallizations, by which 
radium chloride is gradually separ- 
ated out in a more or legs pure state. 

One o -fbe. most. important ad- 
vances in tht technique of radium 
extraction that’ has so far beon made 
ls perhaps a eccncentrating process 
which has been invented by two Eng- 
fish chemists—Kent Smith and H. B 
Rolfe—whereby the radium contain- 
ing residues can be reduced in bulk 
so that about 95 per cent. of the ma- 
terial is discarded.

“+ The’ total moneys received from Game and Fisheries in 1905 am- 
ounted to $74,440, while in 1913 the revenue from. the same source 
amounted to $138,364.31. Of this last sum $9,187.11 consisted of fines 
and sales of confiscated goods. Obviously the laws are being enforced. 
This state of affairs has been brought about by the vigilance of the offi- 
cers of the Department. 

The open season for partridge was abolished for two years and re- 
stored in 1910 with some. curtailment of the length of it. 

The close season for English pheasants has been restored and sev- 
eral counties have been stocked with Hungarian partridge to meet the 
increasing interest taken in the conservation and propagation of fenther-

In cecuring for Ontario a new Gov- 
ernment House the Whitney Govern- 
ment has used only the- moncy deriv- 
ed from the sale of the“old Govern- 
ment House. This money could, under 
the law as it existed, be used only for 
Government House purposes. Origin- 
ally the property belonged to the Do- 
minion of Canada, but was transferred 
to the province on \; “undertaking 
that the property,or the proceeds of 
any, sale of it, would be utilized for a 
Government House. — : 

The action of the Gorernment in 
this matter illustrates in a very mark- 
ed way the difference between the old 
method of dealing with -public affairs 
and the present method. Two large 
~~ blocks of land near the railway district 
of Toronto were recently soldTor rail- 












containing nearly ten acres, was sold’ 
by the Ross Gorernment, and another 


sold by the Whitney Government. 
The land sold by the Ross Gorern- 
ment had been used for Parliament 
Buildings, and was sold by it to the 
Grand Trunk Railway for $180,000, or 
about $18,000 an acre. The land sold 
“by the Whitney Government had been 
nsed for Government House and real- 
ized $800,000, or- about $130,000 per 
acre.” ¢ 
As abore pointed out, the proceeds of 
this advantageous sale of Government 
House -had been set aside by law for 
“= Government House purposes. Ac- 
cordingly, a new sito was obtained and 
‘a building erected which will in every 
way ‘be a credit to the province. The 
chief objection-the Opposition has to it 
is that it is too good for Ontario, but 
the better the “uilding is the better 
the bargain Ontario has secured. So 
far the province has spent $609,000 on 
*the site, laying out the grounds and 
erecting the building, which is nearly 
completed. There remains on hand a

Hence, the 
Government has not only secured a 
new and better Government House inv 
exchange for.the old property, but has 
relieved the province of a considerable 
annual charge for repairs.

the people of Ontario offer accommoda-

to time. Here also aro entertained,

The 
action of the Ontario Health Board 
was induced by the report of the in- 
ternational commission appointed some 
time ago to study the pollution of the 
streams, the commission recommending 
that Detroit river be freed from sew- 
age as soon us practicable. Ford City 
is the first of the Canadian villages to 

* feel the effects of the new health rule, 
but it is said that the order will soon 
go forth requiring all villages und cities 
to install septic tanks for purification 
of sewage. -

One of the most interesting features 
of ‘the long debate on the Canadian 
Northern Bill was a discussion between 
Hon. Mr. Rogers, the Minister of Pub- 
lie Works, and Hon. Frank Oliver. 
Mr. Oliver. moved an amendment call- 
ing on the Canadian Northern, once 
the aid bill had: become law, to intro- 
duce a new schedule of rates on its 
lines west of Lake Superior “which 
shall be the same as now applies on the 
lines’ of the company in Ontario and 
Quebec,” except in so far ax the com- 
pany may be able to show that the cost 
of operation was yreater. west of Lake 
Superior. 

Yestern Liberals declare that be- 
cause, under the Railway Act, higher 
rates may be charged in the west than 
in the older provinces, the present 
Government -is allowing a ‘‘stigma’’ to 
rést on the West and keeping it in a 
humiliating position, The ‘‘stigma’’ 
Mr. Oliver desired to remove by sing- 
ling out the Canadian Northern and 
compelling it to’ alter its schedules 
whilst letting the other roads escape. 

M?. Rogers, who was chiefly instru- 
mental in bringing about the reduction 
of rates by the Railway Board, ¢ 
quired, in the first place, why Mr. Oli- 
ver and his friends had not applied 
themselves to the removal of the 
‘stigma’ during the long years they 
were in office; and, secondly, bow the 
present Administration could possibly 
legislate just now in respect of one 
¢eompany only, Jeaving the others to 
maintain’ the discrimination. The 
Railway Board has just placed rates 
in ‘Alberta’ and Saskatchewan on ‘an 
equality with the lower rates in Mani- 
toba. Ten years ago rates in Manitoba 
were reduced, not at the instance of 
the Liberal Cabinct, then in office at 
Ottawa, but by the Conservative Min- 
istry of that province, through an ar- 
rangement by which it turned over the 
dines of tho Northern Pacific to the 
Canadian Northern, the saving to the 
Manitoba settler therchy effected am- 
jounting to $5,000,000 a year. 

“This,” said Me. Rogers, ‘* was le 
gislation of which the Conservative 
party in Manitoba has reason to be 
‘proud, and we have equal reason to be 
.proud of our efforts before the Rail- 
way Board during the past year in se- 
‘curing a reduction of rates amounti 
to many-millions of dollars to the ad- 
vantage of the people of Western Can- 
ada as a whole.” He added, with 
truth, that Liberals “woke up to tho 
condition of :affairs in ‘the West only 

. when they had been relegated to the 
shades of Opposition.” Even now, 
however, they do not go about reforms 
in'the right way, since it would be 
manifestly absurd to force the Cana- 
dian Northern to reconstruct its sched- 
yles at this time, yet to leave the other 
roads to uphold tho discrimination 
against tho West, of which Winnipeg 
merchants and others complain. 

Without doubt, Mr. Rogers and his 
Colleagues will see that this grievance 
is enquired into at the proper occasion, 
and that if the Weet is being unfairly 
treated under the Railway Act, a pro- 
per remedy shall bo applied, not in the 
ease of one railway, but in the case of 
all.

In 
the United States cach individual state 
has two Senators. to represent Gt at 
Washington, though in the cases of 
Delaware, Montana, Idaho, Nevada, 
North Dakota, Utah'and Wyoming, it 
has happened, that they have only one 
member in the Honse of Representa- 
tives. By the growth of the western 
country there is now in Manitoba, Sas- 
katchewan, Alberta and British Colum- 
bia a population of 1,715,000, compar- 
él with 2.523.000 in Ontario, 2,003,000 
in Quebec, and 938,000 in the mar 
provinces. Ontario, Quebec and the 
maritime provinces, as yeeprap 

divisions, have each twenty- 
bers in the Senate, .The western pro- 
vinces have only fifteen. It is within 
reason that their representation should 
be increared $0 that .as a group they 
will be on an equality with the others, 
one of which, as shown, is less populous 
than they are.

Although the provisional commit- 

tee, at a meeting held fn Dublin on 
June 10, verbally welcomed Mr. Red- 
mond’s co-operation in the Irish vol- 
unteer movement, it followed this up 
with a call to the volunteers in each 
county to elect a representative to, 
serve on tho committee, and this ac- 
tion the Irish leader interprets as a 
refusal of the committee to accept his 
Proposal made on June 9; that 25 
representatives of the Irish party 
should be added to the committee in 
control, 
A meeting of the Irish Nationalists 
discussed the matter in the House of 
Commons yesterday afternoon and 
subsequently Mr, Redmond issued a 
letter declaring that the action of 
the committee ‘“‘anounts to a yefusal 
to accept my offer of co-operation.” 

. Pointing out that the committce 
originally was a self-constituted body 
Mr. Redmond proceeda: 

“I am informed on good authority 
that a majority of them are not sup-

TO SIGN PEACE PACTS. 


Britain, France and U. 8. All But 
Realy To Agree to Arbitrate. 

WASHINGTON, June 13. — Socre- 
tary Bryan for the United States and 
Ambassadors Spring Rice for Great 
Britain and Jusserand for France, 
will soon sign on the same day peace 
treaties, modeled after those already 
signed by Secretary Bryan, with six- 
teen nations, The signing of these 
treaties awaits only the approval of 
the British pact by the British self- 
governing colonies, to which jt has 
been submitted. r * 

The Anglo-American and the Fran- 
co-American treaties will tn a general 
way, follow a similar pact already 
signed by Secretary Bryan, with the 
Netherlands.

Another serious cave-in occurred 
at the Place St. Phillippe due Roule. 
When the storm was at its helght 
500 square feet of the roadway heay- 
ed tp and sank, carrying with {t a 
number of persons. The whole dis- 
trict became a veritable river. Gea 
mains, telephone wires, and the elec- 
trical supply were oroken off. 

The quarter was immediafely 1s0- 
lated and the prefect of the Seine 
with large detachments of police was 
hastily summoned, but for a long 
time nothing could be done owing to 
the darkness, Firemen arrived with 
powerful gas lamps, and with the as- 
sistance of ganys of laborers began 
exploring the wrecked strect. 

President Poincare sent a member 
of his military houscholdg to the 
scene, and troops were ordered to ald 
1hé police and firemen, 

About the same time a latge sec- 
tion of the roxdway in the Place 
St. Augustin suddenly collapsed. A 
passing taxicab was engulfed. Fye- 
witness-s t2w a woman’s hand way- 
Ing from the vehicle, and the head of 
the chauffeur aa the taxicab disap- 
peared. Almost immediately a great 
block of stone fell upon it. A large 
wagonette just missed the same fate, 
the hind wheels sinking axle-deep in 
the soil, but the occupants made 
thelr escape, 

Almost at the beginning of the 
storm, the roadway at the junction of 
the Rue Tronchet, the Rue Auber 
and the Boulevard Haussmann, one 
of the busiest sections of Paris, dis- 
appeared, leaving an opening thirty 
feet long and fifteen feet wide into 
which the water from a broken main 
poured In a torrent. A pedestrian 
fell in, but was quickly dragged to a 
place of safety, 

A sewer burst aloargside the sub- 
way in the Rue de Rivoll, putting it 
out of commission. Another burst 
in the Rue Bolesy d’Anglas, carrying 
away many feet of the pavement and 
flooding the new subway Jine under 
the Place de la Concord. 

The thunderstorm was one of re- 
markable violence and raged over 
Paris for three hours. It caused enor- 
mous damage to property.

The 
Government House {fs also used on 
Dahalf of the people of Ontario to 
show respect to great public bodles 
promoting philanthropic, raligious and 
industrial enterprises who may visit 
the capital of the Province. Consider:

the requirerients of the province for 
perhaps a long period, it is evident 
that those who think the Government 
House is top good for Ontario fall to 
appreciate the future of this province 
and Its importance as a part of the 
Empire.

Sr_Robert Laird Borden became 
Premjer of Canada in September, 
1911, after leading the Conservative 
Opposition in the Commons at Ottawa 
for over ten years. He was born at 
Grand Pre, N.S., June 26, 1854, and 
is the eldest surviving son of the late 
Andrew Borden, His family were 
among the first settlers In Nova Sco- 
tla. Hie was educated at Acacia Villa 
Academy, Horton, and began the 
study of Jaw, In 1874, He was call- 
ed to the Bar Jn 1878, and in 1889 he 
was married to Laura, youngest 
daughter of the late T. H. Bond of 
Halifax. 1n-1896 he was elected to 
the Commons for Halifax, which he 
represented tlli his defeat in the gen- 
eral election of 1904. He was then

Premier Borden Promises $50,000 to 
Help Hillcrest Mine Sufferers, 


OTTAWA, June 23. — Sir Robert 
Borden stated yesterday afternoon

cream for dinner, strawberries for 
lunch tomorrow and strawberries and 
cake‘ tomorrow dinner. .Of course 
etery one likes strawherries, and fresh 
fruits are unquestionably healthful, po 
why not have strawberries for break- 
fast when they are in season instead of 
other fruits? 
“'The really wise housewife makes 
strawberry desserts last through the 
strawberry season by varying ber way 
of presenting them, and It would be 
dimchit to find a fruit that may be 
served In a greater variety of delicious 
waye 


Strawberry Shortcake. ° 

Take four cupfuls of sifted flour, 
three beaping teaspoonfuls of baking 
powder, one teaspounfu] of salt, one 
teaspoonful of butter, one teaspoonful 
of lard and enough sweet milk to make 
a soft dough. Take the bulls from two 
quarts of strawberries and sprinkle 
them with graulated sugar. enough to 
make a quantity of sirup, and let them 
stand for half an hour, Sift the salt, 
four end baking powder together, rub 
in the shortening and then with a fork 
stir in lightly and ‘quickly the mtn” 
making s dough that is too soft to be 
rolled. Turn this into two ‘greased 
tips and bake a light brown Jn a2 quick 
oven, testing with a straw to see when 
done, Butter the layers and spread 
the :Orst with strawberries, pouring 
over a part of the Julce. Place on top 
of-this the next layer, the rest of the 
berries and Julce, set in the oven a few 
moments and serve hot with a pitcher 
of sweet cream. 


Strawberry Omelet. 

When you find a nice bor of ripe 
strawberries ‘Gne In faror buy them 
and also half a dozen of the freshest 
eggs. Pick orer the berries, saving 
out about half of the Onest solld ones. 
Cut these in half, put Into bowl and 
add’ two large tablespoonfuls of sugar, 
mixed with a little grated orange peel 


ant a dash of lemon juice or grape 


fruit. Set In refrigerator, Make an 
omelet of the six eggs und when ready 
to fold over Mill with the sliced berries 
drnined frum all julce. Turn the om- 
elct out on the dish, dust with pow- 
dered sugar and serve at once. 


Jellied Rice With Strawberries. 
_..Wash ono cupful of rice through sev. 
eral. waters, pot on to boll with fodr 
quarts boiling water aud boll Gfteen 
minutes; drain, Hare two cupfuls of 
milk In top of double boller, add the 
rice and wll thirty winules; add one 
teaspoonful gelatin, which has been 
Gissolred in one tablespoonful boiling 
water; add three-quarter cupful sugar; 
atir until dissolved, Pour into mold or. 
bowl, which bas been rinsed with cold 
wnter, set aside in cold place until 
ready to serve. Turn the rice out on 
large plate or bowl, and pour crushed 
strawberries around of orer.

Strawberry Whip.
